The next 
phase is to get a special walking frame which will 
enable her to make progress. The acquisition of this 
frame is currently in hand. The date of the second 
operation has not been scheduled but, hopefully, it 
will be in July; however, this does depend on the 
medical situation and the success of the fundraising.

Heroin addict 
burglar is 
jailed for 
two years 


A MOTHER who was asleep in her home 
with her family felt “violated, frightened 
and unsafe” after being burgled. 

At Cardiff Crown Court, the intruder was jailed for 
two years after admitting charges of burglary and 
fraud. 

Dean Yeamshire, 42, of Heol Llan, North Comelly, 
broke into the house in Meadow Avenue, Kenfig Hill, 
on the night of February 9. 

He took a River Island handbag, including credit 
cards, and later used one of them to buy jump leads at 
a petrol station in Pyle. 

He was arrested after being recognised on CCTV. 

Yearnshire, said prosecutor David Pugh, had 
previous convictions for 51 offences, including 
burglary and making off without payment. 

His solicitor, Robert Chudleigh, said: “He is aware 
of the aggravated circumstances and knows his fate. 

“It was a sorry episode and at the root of his 
offending is his heroin addiction, though that does not 
excuse his behaviour.” 

Recorder Gregory Treverton-Jones said: “You have 
a bad record for various offences and for repeat 
domestic burglary. You must expect to lose your 
liberty for a considerable time.”

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Bridgend and the Vale sign 
up for City Deal investment 


Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) and the 
Vale Council have 
joined eight other 
local authorities in 
signing up to a deal 
designed to 
stimulate economic 
growth. 

The £1.2 billion 
Cardiff Capital Region 
City Deal aims to 
transform the economy 
of south-east Wales and 
was formally ratified 
during a ceremony on 
March 1. 

The City Deal 
includes 10 local 
authorities: Blaenau 
Gwent, BCBC, 
Caerphilly, Cardiff, 
Merthyr Tydfil, 
Monmouthshire, 
Newport, Rhondda 
Cynon Taf, The Vale 
and Torfaen. 

The City Deal 
includes funding of 
£734 million for the 
South Wales Metro, of 
which over £500m is 
provided by the Welsh 
Government (WG) and 
£125m from the UK 
Government. 

The UK Government 
has provided a £375m 
contribution, and the 10 
councils have agreed a 


commitment to borrow 
a combined total of 
£120m as part of the 
Wider Investment 
Fund. 

BCBC’s contribution 
is £11.28m, and this 
will be borrowed and 
repaid over 10 years. 


The Vale Council is 
contributing £17.9m. 
This includes the cost 
of repaying any loans 
plus the interest. 

A Vale Council 
spokesman said: “This 
does assume that the 
council borrows the 


monies required to fund 
our share of the costs. 

“How the council 
will fund the allocation 
will be reviewed and 
included as part of the 
forward financial plan¬ 
ning process for the 
council.”

Not only is she out of 
touch when it comes to 
representing her constituents’ 
views on Brexit, but she also 
seems to be unaware of 
developments at a major 
manufacturer in her constituency. 
This comment demonstrates 


how much she, Carwyn Jones and 
the Labour Party have had their 
heads in the sand over the last 
year - when it comes to Ford. 

The job insecurity at Ford has 
been rumbling on since June and 
there has been a distinct lack of 
action on behalf of both - 
instead, leaving it to the unions to 
fill the void and do the 
groundwork, in an effort to 
safeguard hundreds of jobs. 

It’s high time that the Welsh 
Government stepped up to the 
plate and attempted to convene an 
urgent meeting between the First 
Minister and senior Ford 
executives in Detroit, to gain 
assurances from the company’s 
leadership on the future for the 


Bridgend plant. 

The Welsh Government must 
also be prepared to do all it can to 
incentivise the production of the 
next generation of technologically 
advanced petrol and electric 
engines, and ensure that the plant 
is efficient and globally 
competitive so that it is able to 
win new business. 

The loss of over 1,000 jobs in 
Bridgend would be completely 
devastating, not only for Ford 
workers and their families but the 
wider community.

Coastal erosion 
and flood risk 


PORTHCAWL 
residents are invited 
to attend drop-in 
sessions as part of an 
ongoing study into 
coastal erosion and 
flood risk at Beach 
Road in Newton. 

Organised by 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council, the 
drop-in sessions will 
take place on Friday, 
March 17 in Old St 
John’s Schoolroom, next 
to Sycamore House, 
Church Street, Newton 
at 1pm, 3pm and 7pm. 

Each session will last 
approximately an hour 
and will include a 
presentation, as well as a 
chance to ask questions. 

Coun Ceri Reeves, 
BCBC’s cabinet member 
for communities, said: 
“The flood and coastal 


erosion risk posed to 
land and properties in 
the Beach Road area is 
currently managed by a 
series of coastal 
structures. Welsh 
Government have 
provided funding for us 
to undertake a review of 
these coastal defence 
measures and develop a 
business case outlining 
what improvements may 
be necessary. 

“We held an initial 
series of public drop-in 
events in January which 
were well attended. The 
next sessions on March 
17 will look at the 
outcomes of our 
investigations and 
propose potential options 
for the future. We look 
forward to seeing as 
many local residents 
there as possible.” 


Brexit will mean 
economic and 
social sanctions 


‘Alternative facts’ 
present a major 
challenge to society, 
the economy and 
the environment. 

There are some who 
are more interested in 
winning an argument 
than facts, figures, and 
the well-being of others 
in our society. 

A letter published in 
The GEM recently 
stated: ‘According to the 
BBC, leaving the EU 
will create 400,000 
jobs.’ Visiting the 
BBC’s website, I found 
that the BBC had simply 
reported that ‘Change 
Britain’ (formerly ‘Vote 
Leave’) had claimed 
Brexit would create 
400,000 jobs. 

This projection was 
based on mythical future 
trade deals with 
countries like South 
Korea - with whom we 
currently have a trade 
deal due to our 
membership of the EU. 

The BBC’s analysis 
concluded that the 
projection ‘makes very 
little sense.’ 

Manufacturers, 
including Ford, are 
concerned by Brexit and 
the UK leaving the EU’s 
customs union. 

Complex supply 
chains result in many 
components crossing our 
border multiple times, 
with just-in-time 
deliveries that are 
incompatible with delays 
and tariffs at customs. 

Fine margins mean 
that jobs are likely to be 
lost in manufacturing, as 
well as banking and 
services. 

Brexit means self- 
inflicting economic and 
social sanctions. 

UK foreign aid (often 
raised alongside Brexit) 
is not an EU matter, but 
one for the sovereign 
UK Parliament and 


Government. Foreign 
aid is a very complex 
way of winning 
influence around the 
world and meeting our 
obligations, eg paying 
the pensions of former 
British Colonial Officers 
in Hong Kong, etc. 

A considerable 
amount of foreign aid 
never actually leaves the 
UK, assisting refugees 
and asylum seekers 
living here and funding 
internationally focused 
projects for our schools. 

Much is paid to 
British companies for 
services and products, 
creating employment in 
Wales, and advantaging 
them in foreign markets. 

UK foreign aid funds 
scholarships for foreign 
students to attend 
university in Wales; 
Cardiff has four 
universities. 

Students from diverse 
backgrounds add much 
to learning, 

understanding and peer 
development. This 
money employs 
lecturers, etc and ends 
up in the Welsh 
economy. 

Spending targets set 
by the UK Government 
do result in 
misspending - but the 
tabloid press are more 
interested in generating 
controversy and sales 
than informed 
discussion. 

Democracy and 
governance does not 
have to result in any side 
losing, or one side 
winning. It should be 
about informed 
discussion, 
compromising and 
reaching consensus. 

The UK government 
is failing us.

BRIDGEND 
County Borough 
Council has joined 
a growing number 
of local authorities 
to scrap fees for the 
burial of children 
up to and including 
the age of 16. 

Previously, no charge 
had been applied when 
burying children aged up 
to 12 in the council’s 
cemeteries, but that age 
limit will now be 
extended to 16. 

Fees are already 
waived for the cremation 
of under-17s at 
Coychurch 
Crematorium. 

Coun Ceri Reeves, 
AM cabinet member for 
communities, said: 
“Nothing can really ease 
the terrible loss of a 
child, but we 
wholeheartedly agree 


that this is absolutely the 
right thing to do. 

The heartbreak for 
grieving parents is 
unimaginable, so 
removing the charge for 
child interments means 
that there is one less 
thing for parents to 
worry about at such a 
sad time.” 

In recent months, 
Torfaen, Swansea, 
Caerphilly and many 
English councils have 
also agreed to abolish 
their burial fees for 
children, following a 
campaign that is being 
led by Carolyn Harris, 
MP. 

The Swansea East MP 
has been leading the 
fight after she was 
forced to take out a loan 
to bury her eight-year- 
old son Martin after he 
died in a car accident in 
1989.

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BRIDGEND MAN BREACHED 
SUSPENDED SENTENCE ORDER 


A BRIDGEND man 

breached a suspended 
sentence order when a 
quantity of cocaine was 
found on him, Cardiff 
Crown Court has heard. 

Ryan Morgan, 22, told the 
police he had bought the drug, 
which weighed one gramme, for 
£40 the day before, said 
prosecutor Rebecca Griffiths. 

Morgan, of Llangewydd Road, 
had admitted possessing cocaine 
and also admitted being in breach 
of a nine-month suspended 
sentence, which had been imposed 
for offences of indecent exposure 


and affray. For possessing the 
cocaine, he was put on a six-week 
curfew, electronically monitored 
from 8pm to 6am. The suspended 
sentence is to remain, with an 
additional five-day rehabilitation 
activity. 

He was ordered to pay costs and 
a court surcharge, totalling £250. 

Ms Griffiths said that on 
December 10, police went to a 
disturbance in Bradfield Road, 
Bridgend, where they found 
Morgan in possession of drugs. 

The affray, she said, occurred 
on August 8, 2015 in the centre of 
Cardiff. 

Morgan was in the area and as a 
couple approached a taxi, he 


exposed his penis, spat twice in a 
man’s face, and tried to punch and 
fight him. 

He became aggressive to the 
police, and kicked out at officers. 

He later said he had no 
recollection of the incident 
because he had been drinking and 
taking drugs. 

His solicitor, Nick Hartland, 
said: “Clearly, drink is an issue 
and he occasionally takes cocaine. 

“He actually went a year 
without taking drink, and he also 
has a mental health issue. He is 
trying to obtain work in a gym.”

European-funded work 
scheme ‘to be extended’ 


A EUROPEAN- 
funded scheme 
which helps 

unemployed people 
aged 25 or over to 
get back into work, 
could be extended in 
Bridgend county 
borough until 2020. 

The ‘Bridges Into 
Work 2’ project, which is 
backed by the European 
Social Fund, aims to 
improve the skills and 
employability of 

thousands of people who 
are long-term 

unemployed or 

economically inactive in 
some of Wales’ most 
disadvantaged areas. 

Participants are given 


one-to-one mentoring to 
help them search for 
jobs, write CVs and 
improve their personal 
presentation skills, while 
there are opportunities to 
gain formal 

qualifications via 

vocational training. 

Additional support is 
also available for people 
with barriers to 
employment such as 
work-limiting health 
conditions. 

It began in Bridgend 
county borough in 2015, 
and is also running in 
Blaenau Gwent, 

Caerphilly, Merthyr 
Tydfil and Torfaen. The 
project was initially 
funded until 2018, but 
cabinet members from 


BCBC agreed last week 
to apply for a two-year 
extension after being 
‘impressed’ by the 
impact made so far. 

In two years, Bridges 
Into Work 2 has helped 
31 people find work. 

The ‘Bridges Into 
Work 2’ project targets 
economically inactive 
and long-term 

unemployed people aged 
over 25 who are living 
outside Communities 
First areas. There are 
other projects that target 
other age ranges and 
Communities First areas. 


Specialist helps female 
cancer patients in Africa 

A SPECIALIST from ABMU has been 
helping women in Africa who suffer 
from a debilitating condition caused by 
breast cancer. 

Elizabeth Coveney was asked to join a team 
from Velindre Cancer Centre to spend a week in 
Sierra Leone, which set out last weekend. 

The team, made up of breast surgeons and 
oncologists, invited Elizabeth to join them because 
of her expertise in lymphoedema - chronic 
swelling that develops when the lymph nodes or 
vessels are damaged or blocked, leading to a 
build-up of fluid in the tissues. 

It is caused by damaged or removed lymph 
nodes, following cancer treatment or surgery, as 
well as non-cancer conditions. 

Elizabeth, who is the National Paediatric 
Lymphoedema lead in Wales, said: “Women in 
Sierra Leone present with breast cancer in the 
advanced stage, which means they have also 
developed lymphoedema, and the team realised it would be useful to have 
someone with them who specialised in this condition. 

“I have never done anything like this before. The invitation came out of the 
blue but I knew straight away I wanted to do it.” 

Elizabeth aims to teach clinicians in Sierra Leone some simple self¬ 
management strategies that they in turn can teach their patients.

Sophia Ewada:

A BRIDGEND 
family who lost 
their 15-month old 
daughter to cot 
death - also known 
as sudden infant 
death - want to 
share their tragic 
story to help raise 
awareness of the 
condition, and the 
fact that older 
infants can still be 
at risk. 

Emad and Jo Ewada, 
of Brackla, also want to 
thank the team who 
helped them cope with 
their loss, as well as 
supporting them through 
the subsequent safe 
arrival of little Aminah, 
who was born last 
March. 

Members of the 
Flying Start team were 
on hand after the tragedy 
to reassure the family 
during Aminah’s birth, 
and as she now 
approaches the age her 
older sister Sophia was 
when she died. 

Jo said: “Sophia was 
fit and healthy, I was an 
experienced parent. I put 
her to bed as normal, but 
when I found her in the 
morning she had died. It 
was completely 
unexpected. 

“Everyone thinks that 
the risk of cot death 
lessens as they get 
older - you get the 
impression that once 
your child passes six 
months it’s plain sailing, 
but people need to know 
the risks are there until a 
child is five. 

“I don’t think the 
condition should be 
called sudden infant 
death syndrome (SIDS), 
it would be more 
accurate to call it sudden 
death syndrome in 
children, because it’s not 
just infants who are at 
risk.” 

She and Emad now 
want to raise awareness 
of cot death and the 
advice offered by health 


visitors. 

Although the Ewadas 
followed the guidance, it 
can help families reduce 
the risk of SIDS and 
includes always putting 
a baby on their back to 
sleep, keeping the baby 
smoke-free during 
pregnancy and never 
sleeping on a sofa or in 
an armchair with your 
baby. 

“If by sharing our 
story, if it helps save one 
child, then it will have 
been worth it,” said Jo. 

Sophia was the 
youngest of Jo and 
Emad’s children - her 
big brother Yusef is now 
nine and sisters Tamara 
seven and Alia, five. 

Immediately after her 
death, Emad lost his job 
and Jo had to give up 
college where she was 
studying health and 
social care. 

Flying Start health 
visitor Sam Knight, who 
began supporting the 
family after the tragedy, 
said: “Jo and Emad’s 
lives changed in a 
second, their stable 
family life was no more. 

“Not only did it have 
an unimaginable impact 
on their family and 
emotions, but they were 
also hit financially. 

“We identified the 
needs of the family that 
had to be met and child 
and family support 
worker Rachel Pearce 
was able to give advice 
and practical solutions. 

“Since then, as well 
as visiting regularly, I 
have been able to 
arrange counselling for 
Jo and Emad and for 
their children to have 
play therapy.” 

Sam is always on 
hand to offer emotional 
support when they need 
it, said the couple. 


“The time between 
Sophia’s death and her 
funeral was difficult for 
me because I come from 
a different culture where 
burial takes place 
straight away. That delay 
was killing me. But Sam 
is always here for me to 
talk to if I need to,” said 
Emad, originally from 
Egypt. 

Sam was also there 
when Jo discovered she 
was pregnant again and 
was able to help address 
the couple’s anxieties 
over a new arrival. 

“We were happy and 
shocked when we found 
out Jo was pregnant but 
it was a different feeling 
to the other 
pregnancies,” said 
Emad. 

Jo said: “We had 
talked about having 
another child, but it 
happened so quickly. I 
had a perfectly normal 
pregnancy with Aminah 
- but my worries 
dominated everything. I 
felt all the time that 
something was wrong. 
Fortunately I had a 
brilliant midwife in Julie 
Kemble - nothing was 
too much trouble for 


her.” 

Early Years advisor 
Maria Harris also 
provided support to the 
family as she delivered 
an antenatal programme 
tailored to their 
situation. 

“You think you know 
everything when you’ve 
had children before but 
after Sophia my 
confidence had 
completely gone. 

“Maria has reassured 
me all the way. She is 
still helping me work 
with Aminah’s sleep 
patterns, because the 
whole area of sleep is 
the main cause of my 
anxiety.” 

Following Aminah’s 
safe arrival, Sam 
arranged for her family 
to be part of the Care of 
the Next Infant (CONI) 
programme, a specialist 
service for bereaved 
parents, devised by cot 
death charity The 
Lullaby Trust. 

“There has been a 
whole support network 
for us all and I am now 
at the stage when I don’t 
necessarily blame myself 
for what happened,” 
added Jo. 


All I can think about 
is just getting to 
Aminah’s first birthday 
and we will go from 
there.” 

Her husband added: 
“The whole team does a 
really, really good job 
for people who need 
help. The service does 
really important work - 
it’s been fantastic.” 

Sam said: “As a 
health visitor you don’t 
stop with just the baby, 
you extend that support 
to whoever needs it in 
the family. 

“Jo and Emad are 
such an inspiration to all 
of us in the health 
visiting team because 
they’ve allowed us into 
their lives at such a 
difficult time and we 
have learned so much 
from them.”

‘The long-term future is 
bright for sheep farming/ 

(SAYS THE BRIDGEND AM-BAAA-SSADOR) 


THE National Sheep 
Association’s next 

generation ambassador, 
Bridgend farmer Jacob 
Anthony, is “enthusiastic 
and positive” about the 
future of the sheep sector, 
and feels the 12-month 
programme has “done a 
great deal” to help him 
with future challenges. 

He is one of a group of young 
people chosen each year by the 
National Sheep Association 
(NSA) and hot-housed to promote 
the sheep sector to the wider 
public, to encourage other young 
farmers and tackle issues facing 
sheep keepers around the UK. 

The training aims to enhance 
personal development and 
business skills, as well as to 
improve technical skills and 
knowledge of the sheep sector. 


Jacob told the NSA 
Wales/Cymru annual meeting that 
the benefits had been “enormous”. 

He had seen a variety of sheep 
management systems, better 
understood the way the supply 
chain worked and learned the 
rewards of networking with like- 
minded people and key figures 
within the farming industry. 

Jacob said he was “hugely 
confident” about the future of the 
sheep industry. Sheep had been his 
passion since childhood: 

“Ever since I was a young boy, 
my passion within our family 
business has been the sheep 
element. As the years have 
progressed, this has snowballed to 
the point where I wanted to 
increase the numbers at home. 

“I feel that with improved 
efficiency this is a viable business 
decision. I’m really positive about 
the sheep industry moving 
forward because, although there 


are hard times on the horizon, the 
long term future is bright. 

“We are world leaders in this 
country in terms of improving 
efficiency, genetics and new 
grazing systems.” 

Jacob and his family farm 700 
acres and lamb 800 Texel x Lleyn 
breeding ewes. The lambs are 
finished off pasture leys and sold 
to Dunbia through the Wales YFC 
scheme. 

They run 150 suckler cows, 
mostly Welsh Black x Limousin. 
The male calves are sold entire as 
bull beef, with their feed including 
crimped barley grown on 100 
acres. 

The core farm business is 
supplemented with an equine 
forage business selling big square 
bales to the local market. 

They also run a small family 
contracting business offering 
hedge cutting services, baling and 
drilling.

REGIONAL AM Suzy 
Davies has visited the first 
Men’s Shed in Wales - at 
Tondu Enterprise Park. 

Mrs Davies, who is a Welsh 
Conservative Regional AM, was 
welcomed to the Squirrel’s Nest 
which has 25 signed-up members 
who come from a wide area. 

The Men’s Shed movement is 
an organisation which is 
spreading through the country. It 
aims to give men somewhere to 
go and meet other men - 
although ladies are also welcome! 

They used to meet at Ty Ardd 
in Bridgend, but when this 


closed, they moved to Tondu. 

Mrs Davies, said: “I had a 
great welcome and was keen to 
see some of the activities that 
they carry out at their centre, 
which they run themselves. 

“They make some beautiful 
wooden items, which they sell to 
raise funds, including some 
musical instruments which 
members actually played at an 
event called ‘Pimp my Ukelele’ at 
St David’s Hall! 

“The age range is quite large - 
from 40 to 80 - and they each 
pay £7 a week in subscriptions if 
they attend more than once, 
otherwise it’s £3 a day. I would 


say that this represents great 
value for money.” 

Mrs Davies said that it was 
important that men have 
somewhere to go to socialise. 

She continued: “Women have 
always had organisations like the 
WI or Mothers Union where they 
can mix but many men can 
become isolated, especially if 
they are living alone with no 
family close by. 

“The Men’s Shed is a brilliant 
movement designed by men to 
make valuable use of their time 
and I am so pleased that it is 
spreading around Wales.”

AN informative 
talk on the Guide 
Dog organisation 
was given by Coun 
Norah Clarke, at an 
afternoon tea for 
charity, held at 
Court Colman 
Manor, Pen y Fai, 
in aid of the 
Bridgend County 
Civic Charity 
Appeal and the 
Mayor of the 
county borough of 
Bridgend’s 
charities. 

Norah mentioned that 
the Guide Dogs for the 
Blind Association (now 
called Guide Dogs) 
started back in 1934 and 
Guide Dogs are the 
largest breeder and 
trainer of dogs in the 
world. 

The organisation is 
supported by 11,000 
volunteers throughout 
Great Britain and would 
be unable to continue 
without their help and 
support. 

Puppy walking is only 
one of the 11,000 
volunteering roles and 
she explained what a 
puppy walker’s job 
entails when a puppy is 
delivered to their home. 
A puppy has to be 
trained to only eat its 


meal to the sound of 
three blows on a whistle, 
which also helps with 
recall when the puppy is 
out and about running 
free. The puppy also has 
to be trained to go to the 
toilet on command. 

The puppy will leave 
the puppy walker from 
between 12 to 16 months 
and will then enter into a 
training programme, and 
eventually will train with 
a guide dog mobility 
instructor, who will 
match the dog with a 
prospective guide dog 
owner. The matching of 
the partnership is very 
important. 

A Guide Dog will be 
in service for 
approximately six to 10 
years, when it will be 
retired, either with its 
guide dog owner, a 
friend or relative or to 
someone who would like 
a retired dog.

Brexit leaves my in-box!

W HAT are the key 
national political 
issues in Bridgend? 

If you look at my email in-box 
over the last two weeks, the 
issues relate to mobile phones, 
expanding 4G and opening up 
5G, the use of microbeads that 
end up in waste water, and 
reuniting child refugees with 
their families - the so called 
Dubs amendment. 

It is always helpful to keep track of 
the key issues which generate emails 
to me. For February, the top issues 
has been nurses’ pay which is an 
interesting one. The decision on 
nurses’ pay in Wales is devolved to 
the Welsh Assembly, but the decision 
made in Westminster does have 
financial consequences under the 
Barnett formula in Wales. 

Most health policy issues are 
entirely devolved and my reply to 
constituents on such matters is to 
refer them to their Assembly Member. 

If I was to take up their issue with 
the Department of Health, I would 
receive a polite but firm reply telling 
me that it is for the Welsh Assembly 
to respond. However, nurses’ pay in 
Wales follows the recommendations 
of the NHS Pay Review Body, so on 
this occasion, I have written to the 
Secretary of State for Health to argue 
for pay increases for nurses, many of 
whom are facing financial hardship. 

What is interesting is that Brexit 
has just about disappeared from the 
inbox. I had one email about young 
people and Brexit and a couple on 
trade deals, but after the snow storm 
of January, all has gone very quiet. 

I expect that to change once the 
Fords start their third reading of the 
Brexit Bill, after they vote it comes 
back to the Commons. 


I have been busy in 
the meantime, 
looking at space, 

Norway, and meeting 
the King of Jordan. 

Talk of space, and 
images of Star Trek, 

Alien and Space 
Stations come to 
mind. The reality is 
that we have become 
very reliant on a 
much smaller but 
vital part of space, the satellite. 

For a little over 30 years, the UK 
has been playing a critical role in the 
design, building and expansion of 
satellites. Without satellites our sat 
navs, our mobile phones and much of 
our daily weather reports would be 
gone. 

There would be no live streaming 
of video footage from the Porthcawl 
Life Boat Station, no monitoring of 
crop growth, land development 
location of wild animal herds or 
search and rescue missions. 

So what is the link with Norway? 
Satellite imagery for a country that 
has months of the year covered in 
snow is essential for a variety of 
issues. With the opening up of the 
Arctic Sea it is critical for monitoring 
ice movements, wildlife numbers, 
possible search and rescue missions 
for the growing numbers of cruise 
ships and tracking cross border 
invasions with neighbouring Russia. 

In fairness, the main problem of 
invasions comes from herds of 
reindeer who see the un-grazed 
Russian areas across the border as a 
wonderful opportunity involving a 
giant leap over a border fence. 

I was in Norway last week as part 
of the Defence Select Committee 
inquiry into Defence in the Arctic. It 
was a seven-day, 10 plane and one 
helicopter exhausting visit in -15 


temperatures. We were there to 
observe Royal Marines training, talk 
to the Norwegian military, police and 
border forces. 

Movement in Norway in winter is 
mostly by plane but I did also try BV 
and skidoo travel. The BV is a 
military transport system that rolls on 
tank tracks and can cover snow or 
sand covered ground without the need 
for roads. We used them in Iraq and 
Afghanistan and now they are in 
Norway. 

The skidoo is rather like a motor 
bike but on skis. 

Travelling across country by BV, then 
hanging on to the back of a skidoo to 
travel even further into the wilds of 
Norway brought me to Royal Marines 
preparing a night time encampment. 

They were building snow ramparts 
behind which tents would be pitched 
while sentries guarded sleeping 
marines. 

It is wonderful that British soldiers 
take it in their stride that a woman 
comes out of the snow and starts 
asking questions about training, 
equipment and accommodation. It 
was also amazing to be stopped on a 
shooting range by a Sami herder 
looking for his reindeer, asking if it 
he could cross without risk. 

The Russian/Norway border 
crossing was fascinating as cars 
moved freely back and forth. 


Shopping remains the main motivator 
as petrol is cheaper in Russia and 
baby napkins (nappies) are cheaper in 
Norway. The majority of tourists in 
the region appeared to be Chinese 
which came as a surprise. 

People movements are also tracked 
by satellites. A major source of 
information about migration problems 
also come from satellites. The growth 
of a refugee camp can quickly be 
observed from space. Jordan is one of 
the top ten driest countries in the 
world so monitoring rainfall and river 
levels from space is vital for a 
country with 1.3 million Syrian 
refuges, 1 million illegal Egyptian 
workers and 350,000 Iraqis as well as 
large numbers of Palestinians. 

The King of Jordan criss-crosses 
the globe, talking to heads of states, 
raising understanding, and trying to 
coordinate the peace process for the 
Middle East. He is highly respected 
everywhere he goes, as he brings new 
insights and understanding. Each year 
he meets the Defence Select 
committee to update us on events in 
the Middle East. 

Satellites did not prepare me for 
the leaking of a 5 Year Plan at the 
Bridgend Ford plant. My day before 
finishing this article, included two 
radio interviews before 10am. 

Then there was a meeting with His 
Royal Highness the King of Jordan 
followed by PMQs where I asked for 
support for the Ford workers. This 
resulted in more email questions from 
journalists. 

Next was an evidence session on 
the High North. I cancelled a hospital 
appointment for tomorrow to follow 
up on the issues relating to the 
Bridgend Ford plant in Business 
Questions and the St David’s Day 
debate in the Commons and ended 
this article. Off home to bed. 
Exhausted.

Cross-party support for 
tidal lagoon in Assembly 


MEMBERS of the Welsh 
Assembly have written to 
the Prime Minister to 
emphasise the degree of 
cross-party support there is 
for the Swansea Bay Tidal 
Lagoon project. 

Details of the letter were 
released by Huw Irranca-Davies’ 
office, and a spokesman said that 
support had been widespread. 

The letter said: “While 
ultimately a decision for your 
Government, we strongly support 
the recommendations of the 
Hendry Review that this should be 
given approval as a “pathfinder” 
project, because we recognise the 
potential benefits run far deeper 
than one might ordinarily expect 
of a single energy project. 

“This project can unleash, 
quickly, a level of private capital 
investment rarely seen in Wales. It 
will see new industrial facilities 
built and new life breathed into 
Welsh industry large and small. 

“It will draw our students 
towards the STEM disciplines and 
offer them a credible prospect of 
deploying their skills in the 
country of their birth. 

“It will attract attention for 
Wales AND the UK on an 
international stage as a global 


leader in this renewable 
technology, and contribute to our 
climate-change objectives. 

“It will create opportunity for 
new ventures in leisure, tourism 
and associated maritime activities 
by attracting visitors in potentially 
very large numbers. 

“Above all of this, it will 
contribute hugely to the image of 
Wales as a place where exciting 
and transformational projects can 
be imagined and delivered: a 
dynamic Wales looking to the 
future. 

“You may be aware that other 
cities and regions of south and 
north Wales are already looking 
into the possibility of following 
Swansea Bay’s lead. They too 
have the natural resource and they 
too are in the market for new ideas 
that can shift the dial in terms of 
employment, investment and 
regeneration. These positive 
benefits will ultimately be seen 
across Wales, and beyond Wales 
too. 

“There may be a long way to go 
but there is only one way to find 
out. So we are greatly encouraged 
that the UK Government’s 
independent review concludes that 
taking that first step at Swansea 
Bay is a ‘no regrets’ decision. 

“In Wales, we have watched 


this project take shape over a good 
number of years now, garnering 
more and more popular support as 
it has matured. With the 
publication of the Hendry Review 
that support has solidified into real 
expectation among the people of 
Wales. 

“In a debate in the National 
Assembly on February 14, a 
motion welcoming the Hendry 
Report and supporting the case for 
developing a tidal lagoon energy 
industry in the UK was passed 
with absolutely no dissent. In the 
debate the Minister for Economy 
and Infrastructure reiterated the in 
principle support of the Welsh 
Government saying: 

“We agree with Hendry’s 
approach for a small scale 
pathfinder project as soon as is 
reasonably practicable to 
understand the impacts of such 
developments ...we welcome 
Hendry’s observation of the very 
strong case for the proposed 
Swansea Bay Tidal Lagoon to be 
that small scale pathfinder project, 
as it is currently the only project in 
an advanced state of preparation 
necessary to become a pathfinder 
in the near future.”

Penarth bakery fined 
for hygiene offences 
despite being warned 


A PENARTH bakery, 
Penarth Bakery Limited on 
Plassey Street, has been 
fined more than £10,000 
after committing 36 
hygiene offences and its 
owner banned from 
managing a food business 
for 10 years, following a 
case brought by Vale 
Council. 

Cardiff Magistrates Court heard 
how officers from Shared 
Regulatory Services, the body 
responsible for monitoring food 
safety standards in the Vale, found 
serious breaches of hygiene 
regulations, including the 
presence of rodents, when they 
visited Modem Bakery, trading as 
Penarth Bakery Limited on 
Plassey Street in the town. 

A number of visits were made 
to the business, which was acting 
as a food manufacturer supplying 
other outlets, as well as its own 
retail shop. 

The breaches of food hygiene 
regulations found were so serious 
that officers had to intervene in the 
interests of public health, with a 
total of 11 improvement notices 
being served. 

The breaches identified at the 
premises included: 

• Poor personal hygiene. 


• Failure to protect food from 
contamination. 

• Filthy premises that were in 
a poor condition. 

• Storing high-risk food out of 
temperature control. 

• Failure to ensure that 
adequate procedures were in place 
to control pests. Rodents and 
insects were not controlled at the 
premises. 

• Placing unfit food on the 
market. 

• A failure to implement and 
maintain written food safety 
procedures at the business, 
demonstrating a lack of control 
and care. 

• A failure to comply with eight 
hygiene improvement notices. 

Appearing in court last 
Thursday, Gareth Spray pleaded 
guilty to 28 offences as the food 
business operator, in respect of 
food hygiene, and a further eight 
offences for failing to comply with 
hygiene improvement notices. 

He also pleaded guilty to two 
offences for placing food on the 
market which was unfit for human 
consumption. 

The same offences were 
admitted by the company, Penarth 
Bakery Limited, with an 
additional offence of failing to 
display the sticker illustrating 
their ‘zero’ food hygiene rating. 

In sentencing, District Judge 


Bodfan Jenkins described Mr 
Spray and his company as having 
a “flagrant disregard for the law” 
and insisted there had been an 
“appalling catalogue of behaviour 
by all involved, as to the state of 
the premises and equipment, 
enough to turn one’s stomach.” 

He described the efforts that 
had been made to rectify problems 
as being “too little, too late.” 

Mr Spray was sentenced to four 
months’ imprisonment, suspended 
for 12 months, for the two more 
serious offences of placing food 
on the market which was unfit for 
human consumption. 

He was ordered to undergo an 
unpaid work requirement of 200 
hours and a rehabilitation activity 
requirement of up to 15 days. 

For the other 36 offences, he 
was fined £200, giving a total of 
£7,200. He was also ordered to 
pay costs of £1,400 and a victim 
surcharge of £115. 

Mr Spray was banned from 
participating in the management 
of any food business for 10 years. 

In addition, Penarth Bakery 
Limited was fined £1,300 for each 
of the two more serious offences 
and £200 for each of the 
remaining offences, making a total 
of fine of £10,000. The company 
was also ordered to pay costs of 
£1,400 and a victim surcharge of 
£200.

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Deep Purple docu a ‘dream 
come true’ for local man 



A DOCUMENTARY 
filmmaker from Barry will 
have his latest film - on 
rock legends Deep Purple - 
premiered on Sky Arts this 
Saturday (March 11). 

Craig Hooper produced and 
directed Deep Purple - From Here 
to Infinity, a documentary 
following the hard-rock pioneers 
as they write and record their 20th 
- and possibly their last - studio 
album. 

Craig, who lives in Rhoose, 
said: “This was a dream come true 
for me. I’ve been a fan of Deep 
Purple since I was a teenager at 
Barry Boys Comp. Documenting 
them writing and then recording 
their album was an amazing 
experience - their levels of 
musicianship are off the scale. 

“It was also nice to spend some 
time with them off camera, 
socialising. They’re all genuinely 
nice and very funny people.” 

Known as one of the most 
incendiary bands on the planet, 


both on- and off stage, Purple rode 
the crest of the tidal wave of 
musical innovation in the early 
1970s. They helped create a whole 
new genre of music, recording a 
string of classic songs such as 
‘Smoke On The Water’, ‘Black 
Night’ and ‘Strange Kind of 
Woman’ and selling in excess of 
130 million albums on the way. 

Craig and his team, including 
Dinas Powys cameraman Trevor 
Burgess, managed to get a unique 
insight into the creative process as 
they filmed Purple writing and 
recording in Nashville and 
Toronto. 

Craig, who also runs the BA 
Journalism course at the 
University of South Wales in 
Cardiff, said: “I’ve worked with 
the band previously. I’d made a 
documentary about bass player 
Roger Glover, who’s from Brecon, 
for ITV Wales and we produced a 
DVD for lead singer Ian Gillan. It 
was nice to be asked back and a 
bonus that we got to spend a few 
weeks in Nashville and Toronto.” 


The film also sees the band 
reflecting back on the many highs 
and lows of a career that’s 
influenced generations of 
musicians, and they consider a 
future choice - to retire gracefully 
or keep on rocking into their 
seventies... 

An extended version of the 
documentary will also be available 
with Deep Purple’s new album, 
InFinite, which is being released 
worldwide on April 7. 

Craig, who started his 
journalism career writing for The 
GEM, is already working on his 
next project - running the 
International Vampire Film and 
Arts Festival in Transylvania at the 
end of May - as well as teaching 
journalism and investigating his 
next rock documentary for his 
company Coolhead.

E VER since the X- 
Men burst into 
their cinematic 
incarnation in 2000, the 
stand-out character of the 
universe has been Hugh 
Jackman’s Logan, 

otherwise known as the 
Wolverine. 

Seventeen years after his 
debut, Jackman is finally 
hanging up the adamantium 
claws in Logan. 

Set in 2929, Logan sees 
Jackman’s title character beaten, 
bruised and with his body on the 
edge of giving up. Living a 
secluded life along with 
Professor X (the returning 
Patrick Stewart) and fellow 
mutant Caliban (Stephen 
Merchant), Logan is trying to 
stay away from violence and 
conflict. 

However, when he discovers 
a young mutant by the name of 
Laura (Dafne Keen) who has a 
similar skillset to him, and who 
is being pursued by the Reavers, 
led by Donald Pierce (Boyd 
Holbrook), Logan’s attempts to 
find peace are given a short, 
sharp wake-up call... 

Much has been made that this 
is the final time we’ll see Hugh 
Jackman play the iconic 
character of Wolverine; and 
given that his previous two solo 
films haven’t really captured the 
true essence of the character, 
Logan sees Jackman and 
director James Mangold (who 
directed The Wolverine) in the 
last chance saloon when it 
comes to crafting the definitive 
cinematic take on the character. 

The last chance saloon 
metaphor is quite apt: this is, for 


all intents and purposes, a unsurprisingly it’s his best 
western; Logan, the veteran performance to date, the depth 
gunslinger, living the quiet life given to the character giving 
of peace until trouble comes Jackman the opportunity to flex 
knocking at his door.

The Vale of 
Glamorgan Council 
and Menter Bro 
Morgannwg have 
signed a new frame¬ 
work agreement to 
develop new servic¬ 
es to strengthen the 
Welsh language 
within communities 
in the Vale. 

Menter Bro 

Morgannwg was estab¬ 
lished in April 2013 with 
the aim of promoting and 
expanding the social use 
of the Welsh Language in 
the Vale of Glamorgan. 
Since then, they have 
been working closely 
with the Council to deliv¬ 
er a number of activities 
and events to create more 
opportunities for Vale 
residents to use the lan¬ 
guage outside of work 


and school. These 
include a Welsh language 
festival held on Barry 
Island, Gwyl Fach y Fro, 
baby swimming lessons 
and other recreational 
activities for all ages. 

Since the establish¬ 
ment of Ysgol Gymraeg 
Bro Morgannwg in 2000 
there has been a signifi¬ 
cant increase in the num¬ 
ber of parents choosing 
Welsh medium education 
for their children. This, in 
turn, will result in an 
increase in the number of 
Welsh speakers in the 
Vale of Glamorgan. 
Menter Bro 
Morgannwg’s aim is to 
encourage those in Welsh 
medium education, and 
their parents, to use 
Welsh outside of the 
classroom in social situa¬ 
tions. 

This framework agree¬ 


ment is a formal recogni¬ 
tion of the partnership 
work that has already 
taken place between 
Menter Bro Morgannwg 
and the Council to pro¬ 
vide these activities and a 
commitment to continue 
to working together to 
deliver these opportuni¬ 
ties in the future. It also 
highlights the Council’s 
commitment to work 
with the Welsh 
Government to achieve 
the aims of their strategy, 
A living language, a lan¬ 
guage for living. 

Sian Lewis, Chief 
Executive Officer of 
Menter Bro Morgannwg 
said, 

‘We are pleased that 
the Council has entered 
in to this agreement, 
which guarantees that we 
will be able to continue 
to build on the good 


work that has already 
been carried out here in 
the Vale. We have just 
had our second Gwyl 
Fach Y Fro festival, 
which was a huge suc¬ 
cess, and we hope to 
keep working closely 
with the Council to pro¬ 
vide events like this and 
fulfil our aim as an 
organisation.' 

Rob Thomas, 
Managing Director of the 
Vale of Glamorgan 
Council said, 

‘This agreement will 
strengthen the partner¬ 


ship between the Council 
and Menter Bro 
Morgannwg. As a public 
organisation in Wales the 
Council fully understand- 
sits role in developing 
use of the language and 
its responsibility to pro¬ 
vide residents with a 
variety of community 
activities through the 
medium of Welsh. I look 
forward to building on 
this partnership and pro¬ 
gressing our aim as a 
Council to build strong 
communities with a 
bright future.’

THE International 
Tortoise Sanctuary 
at Sully in the Vale 
has told the local 
MP about its efforts 
to protect and 
house tortoises 
from across the 
UK. 

Alun Cairns’ visit 
coincided with the ‘big 
tortoise wake-up’- the 
few days at the end of 
February when tortoise 
owners collect their 
animals from hibernation 
in specially-cooled sheds 
at the sanctuary. 

In addition to 
providing hibernation 
facilities, the 
International Tortoise 
Association re-homes 
tortoises illegally 
brought into the UK, and 
also cares for tortoises 
that are sick and injured. 

The MPwas 
“shocked” to discover 
that there are more than 
800 tortoises at the 
charity’s site, of all 
breeds and sizes. 

The sanctuary is run 
by Ann Ovenstone and 
Celia Claypole, who 
provide round the clock 
care, and shared 
misconceptions about 
tortoises. 

Mr Cairns said: “It 
was a great pleasure to 
meet Ann, Celia and the 
tortoises! I was in awe 
of the complex systems 
they have for caring for 
so many tortoises of 
different species. 

“Ann and Celia are 
volunteers who do so 
much for these animals. 
Importantly, they are 
teaching others who love 
tortoises about caring for 
them properly. ” 


Fire and Rescue authorities 
are set to receive £1.8m boost 



FIRE and rescue 
authorities are to 
receive £1.8m over 
the next two years - 
to help them meet 
new statutory 
duties to respond to 
flooding and water- 
related emergencies 
which present a 
risk of death, 
serious injury or 
serious illness - 
Communities and 
Children Secretary, 
Carl Sargeant AM 
has announced. 

He made the 
announcement during a 
visit to the Cardiff 
International White 
Water Centre, where 
South Wales Fire and 
Rescue Service 
personnel were water 
rescue training and gave 
a demonstration of 
rescues from vehicles in 
water, inflatable sled 
rescues and swift water 
boat rescues. 

While fire and rescue 
authorities already 
respond to flooding and 
inland water rescue 
incidents using their 


existing general powers 
and resources, they are 
not required to do so. 
The Cabinet Secretary 
has signed an Order 
which will create a 
statutory duty on the 
three fire and rescue 
authorities in Wales to 
respond to these 
incidents. 

To support the 
introduction of the new 
duty, funding has been 
made available to 
replace ageing flooding 
and water rescue 
equipment, and to 
purchase a second high 
volume pump in north 
Wales. 

South Wales Fire 
and Rescue Service’s 
chief fire officer, Huw 
Jakeway said: “For us, 
keeping our 
communities and 
firefighters safe in and 
around the water has 
always been a priority. 

“The new funding for 
equipment, over the next 
two financial years, will 
enable us to continue to 
serve our communities 
to the highest standard.” 


Dr Margaret s tips 
for local mums-to-be 
on staying healthy 


ABMU consultant 
Margery Morgan 
hoped World Birth 
Defects Day, which 
took place on 
March 3, will help 
remind local 
mothers and mums- 
to-be how 
important it is to 
stay healthy. 

Consultant 
obstetrician and 
gynaecologist Dr 
Morgan is lead clinician 
for the Congenital 
Anomaly Register and 
Information Service for 
Wales (CARIS). 

The service, which 
collects data about 
congenital anomalies 
and birth defects, has 
been highlighting 
problems that some 
infections can cause in 
pregnancy and what can 
be done to prevent 
unnecessary risks. 

She said: “Infections 
can cause serious illness, 
developmental problems 
and lifelong disability, 
such as hearing loss for 
the baby.” 

To avoid infection, it 
was recommended that 
women wash their hands 
before and after 


preparing food. They 
should avoid soft or 
unpasteurised cheeses, 
pate and some fish - if 
unsure, check with their 
midwife; 

OTHER ADVICE 

Current advice is not 
to travel while pregnant 
to parts of the world that 
have the Zika virus ; 

Care is needed with 
pets - pregnant women 
should not change dirty 
cat litter and wash their 
hands after contact with 
any pet or farm animals; 

Avoid contact with 
anyone who has an 
infection; 

Wash hands: before 
and after food 
preparation; when 
handling raw meat, eggs 
or unwashed vegetables; 
after gardening or 
touching dirt or soil; 
after touching pets and 
other animals; after 
playing with children, 
wiping runny noses and 
changing nappies.

Wales Air Ambulance’s 
fourth aircraft to run 
seven days a week... 


AS Wales Air 
Ambulance marks 
its 16th anniversary, 
the charity’s latest 
aircraft will be 
extending its service 
to operate seven 
days a week - 
helping children 
like Elain James, 
who needed two 
emergency 
transfers at just 12 
weeks old. 

She was just 12 weeks 
old when she first needed 
to be airlifted by the 
charity’s specialist 
children’s division, The 
Children’s Wales Air 
Ambulance. 

Elain’s mum Bridget 
James, 33, said: “Elain, 
who’s now seven, was 
bom with a rare heart 
condition called 

pulmonary atresia, which 
affects the flow of blood 
through her heart valves. 

“In the first few weeks 
of her life, she needed to 
be taken to specialist 
hospital units in Cardiff 
and Bristol. At three 
months old, Elain 
suddenly collapsed at 
home in Aberystwyth 
and we needed to get her

to the specialist unit in 
Cardiff, as they were the 
closest hospital equipped 
to deal with her 
condition. 

“It would have taken 
more than three hours to 
get her there by road, 
which just wasn’t an 
option in my mind; she 
wouldn’t have made the 
journey. 

“Instead, the Wales 
Air Ambulance got her 
there in just 30 minutes 
and Elain was seen by 
her specialists straight 
away, saving her life. 


The EC 135 T2e 
aircraft, based in Cardiff, 
is dedicated to 
completing inter-hospital 
transfers. Extending this 
helicopter’s operating 
hours from five days per 
week will mean that all 
four of the charity’s 
aircraft will now run 
seven days a week. 

All aspects of the 
seven-day transfer 
service - from the crew 
to the kit on board - will 
be entirely funded by the 
Wales Air Ambulance, 
with no Government or 
lottery funding. The extra 
operating hours will 
mean that the charity can 
help save more lives 
across Wales. 

Angela Hughes, chief 
executive of Wales Air 
Ambulance, said they 
had been keen to move to 
a seven day operation for 
some time. 

“In June last year, we 
launched our fourth 
aircraft and Cardiff base, 
making us the biggest air 
ambulance operation in 
the UK.”

FAVOURITE PORTS AND PADDLERS 

To Barry on 
Britannia !

P ADDLE steamer 

Britannia - flagship of 
Peter and Alec 

Campbell’s White Funnel fleet 
for 50 years - had a 
reputation for speed - up to 20 
knots. 

Seen here towards the end of her 
60-year career off Sully Island, there’s 
no doubting that she is making fair 
headway in a brisk evening breeze en 
route to Barry pier, sometime in the 
1950s. 

Alas, the paucity of customers on 
board was a feature of that decade for 
the ships, resulting in insolvency in 
1956 and effective bankruptcy in 
August 1958, when a receiver was 
called in to take control of affairs. 

Following reconstruction of sorts 
(including the end of the paddle 
steamer era) P & A Campbell Ltd 
plodded on with largely geriatric 
motorships until 1980 when the 
inevitable came. Paddle steamer 
Waverley and motor vessel Balmoral 
have attempted to fill the gap with 
varying degrees of success since then. 

Meanwhile, back to 
Sully/Swanbridge - before the 
purpose-built excursion steamers took 
to the water a variety of early steam- 
powered packets and tugs made a 
welcome bonus to their incomes by 
making special excursions in the 
summer months; the Holms Islands 
were particularly popular because 
there were pubs there, which were 
apparently free from excise duties and 
other restrictions! 

Sully’s claim to fame as a 
passenger ‘port’ was short-lived. The 
Swansea to Bristol packet steamers 
Glamorgan and Bristol called here, 
commencing in 1823 as a connection 
for Cardiff. 

However, in March 1834 the 
wooden paddler Nautilus started a 
ferry run from a fast-developing 
seaport of Cardiff to Bristol. From 
the following year - February 1835 - 
Sully ceased to be a proxy port of 
Cardiff and had little to offer to 
passenger ships, as no references to 
Sully as a destination appear 
thereafter. Tell me if there are! 

Sea excursions did, however, visit 
the then ‘Barry Island’ for a play on 
the beach and a pint. 

Meanwhile, back to the ‘Brif. 

Built by S McKnight & Co Ltd, Ayr; 
she was the third of Campbell’s 
‘flyers’ constructed between 1894 and 
1896 to “run off” other steam boat 
companies’ operations on the Severn 
sea, the others being the Westward Ho 
and the Cambria. 

Enthusiasts back then had 
entertaining - even heated - debates 
as to which ship was the ‘Cock of the 
Channel’, ie the fastest: 18,19,19.5, 
20 knots and so on. But with 


different tidal and weather conditions 
every day it was all rather academic. 

Apart from the destination, the 
catering on board was something to 
get quite peckish about. 

‘Catering at Moderate Prices’ ran 
the sailing bills! How’s this to tempt 
you aboard: Breakfast - Plain, with 
bread and butter, marmalade etc 1/^ 
(7.5p); or Large, with porridge, fish, 
ham and egg etc 3/- (15p). 

Cold Luncheon - with cold meat, 
salad, sweets or cheese 2/^ (12.5p) or 
Hot Luncheon, with soups, fish, joint, 
vegetables, sweets, cheese 3/^ (17.5 
P)- 

Ok, it was 1930 and a half pint 
bottle of home brewed was 2.5p (Bass 
ale would sting you a bit more - 3p or 
so). Sundries - cake, sandwiches, tea, 
coffee or Bovril or Oxo were 
available throughout the journey if 
you still felt a bit of a gap under your 
pinny. 

And paddle steamer Brittanial She 
was the flagship of the fleet until the 
arrival of the brand new Bristol Queen 
built by Hill’s of Bristol in 1946. She 
saw service in both World Wars 
carrying different names. 

Britannia sailed on most of 
Campbell’s routes including the south 
coast of England. She suffered badly 
through poor maintenance in the 
Second World War, and shortly after 
return to service in 1946 her boiler 
collapsed. Up until then she had 
always had one funnel, but the new 
replacement boiler required two - and 
various alterations to the ship (as we 
see in the picture). 

A main mast was added to the 
vessel in 1954 in accordance with 
Board of Trade requirements (as for 
all of the fleet) but following the 
withdrawal of her consort paddle 
steamer Ravenswood of 1891 (which 
was scrapped in John Cashmore’s 
yard at the end of 1955) it was the 
Britannia's turn the following year in 
the same place. 

A ‘last excursion’ was run from 
Bristol to Ilfracombe on September 
26, 1956 amid much in the way of 
fly-pasts (by the Britannia aircraft 
from Bristol) and speeches. However, 
despite her being put up for sale 
another Campbell steamer - Glen 
Usk- came out in sympathy, allowing 
the Brit a few more days sailing on 
the Cardiff-Weston ferry. 

In December that year, she was 
reduced to pieces. John Cashmore’s 
yard had one more White Funnel ship 
to deal with - Cardiff Queen - but not 
until 1968. 

Next stop: the station with no 
timetable and comings and goings at 
Barry pier (boats and trains).

Wales need to 
remember how 
good they are!

THE at times turbulent history of 
clashes between two proud Celtic 
cousins, since they first squared up 
at Lansdown Road, Dublin on 
January 28,1882 in the old Home 
Nations tournament - all of 135 
years ago - has often given special 
meaning to the term ‘close-fought’! 

Wales may have emerged with the spoils 
in 67 encounters, to Ireland’s 50 (with seven 
matches drawn), but there has been many a 
notorious occasion in the distant past when 
passions have spilled over and blood spilled, 
with no quarter expected - or given - by 
either side! 

Not, of course, that we can expect such 
unpalatable scenes to be repeated in the 
125th clash at Cardiff’s Principality 
Stadium on Friday evening, though it 
should not lack for drama and intensity 
with so much at stake for both sides. 

The Irish have shrugged off the shock of 
their surprise defeat by the resurgent Scots 
and still retain hopes of frustrating an 
English back-to-back Grand Slam and 
claiming the RBS Six Nations championship 
for themselves. 

After losing to both England and 
Scotland, Wales have no such hopes, but 
nevertheless see this as a must-win match, 
as one of only two chances, not only to 
rescue a respectable place in the final table, 
but to safeguard against another ‘group of 
death’ seeding in the next Rugby World 
Cup draw. 

Both sets of players, of course, will also 
have half an eye on the Irish and British 
Lions’ summer tour to New Zealand, and 
will be keen to remind watching tour coach 
Warren Gatland of their credentials - with 
Welsh hopefuls, in particular, knowing they 
have much ground to make up after the 
second half, error-filled horror show in 
Edinburgh. 

Mind you, that could also apply to 
assistant coaches appointed for the tour - 
like Wales’ caretaker head coach, Robert 
Howley, who will be keen to get out of the 
firing line after media speculation over how 
much decisions made off the field of play 
have been a factor in recent, inconsistent 
displays. 

Perhaps, above all, the coaching team will 
want to settle any questions over their 
tactical thinking and effectiveness in 
preparing and motivating the squad to 
perform to their true potential. 

A good place to start will be on Friday 
evening against the Irish. Wales will run out 
as bookies’ underdogs, but that is a mantle 
they don easily; and this talented squad 
know that if they can only remember how 
good they are, and replicate the 
wonderfully-committed display that almost 
undid England, victory is well within their 
grasp. So, Come on, Wales!
